TO ABOLISH CUSTOMS HOUSES. 


Tafl'B Executive Order Will Do Away 


With Places -\Vhero Expenses 


Exceed Collections. 


•Xcarly one half the customs collec- 


tors of tlic country will be affected when 
President Tuft Issues an executive or- 
der, about the middle of January, abol- 
ishing many useless customs houses. 
The authority for this action was given 
to the 
President by a clause in thn 


sundry civil bill, 
Inserted npon the 


ceommenda,tlon of tho Secretory of 
the Treasury. The latter Is preparing 
a list of customs houses, the expenses 
of which arc greater than tho amount 
of customs, collected. 
It will In the 


end amount to a complete re-organlza- 
tlon of tlie customs non-Ice. Absolute 
authority ror this 
19 vested In Presi- 


dent Taft, except that such re-orgnn- 
zauon must contemplate "an expendi- 
ture io no -more than 310,160,000.
